20 J 19665 and furnished the following info-rnnation: 

For a number of days he has been attexsgpting to contact 
WILLIAM £• THORESEN to deliver four life inusurance policies 
written by the Massachusetts Mutual Life Insurance Company, 
The policies total $32,500 and were taken onit by THORESEN's 
father, WILLIAM E. THORESEN, when his son w^as at the ages of 
6, 10, and 12 years. One of the policies ^ in the amount of 
§5,000, is paid up and the other policies ?rlll be paid up in 
1968 and 1970* They have a considerable aimount of cash value 
at the present time, and he was attempting: -to contact THORESEN 
to discuss the reinvestment of the cash vaULiue of the policies • 
The reason he has the policies for delivery/ is because during the 
past year THORESEN changed the beneficiaries, and this had t'o be 
done at 1:he head office and the policies ykre then returned to 
him to be delivered to THORESEN.

He has been attempting to contact VJII.LIAM E. THORESEN at 
2801 Broadway, San Francisco, for the paat: week, x^rith no success* 
He is attempting to- contact him in answer t:o a letter written 
by THORESEN'on October 6, 1966, addressed to the American Air- 
lines Company, complaining bitterly that rsfO one with the airlines 
had done anything about a com.plaint on Sep-^ember 19, 1955 » In 
this letter he said that he was rudely trea.ted by a stex^ardess 
on Flight 215 from Chicago to San Franciseo on September 19, 
19S5. Upon landing at the San Francisco Airport he took his 
complaint to the Passenger Service Manage:^' of Am-erican Airlines , 
who said he would look into the matter, .^x the time he asked 
the Passenger Service Manager how he could obtain admission to 
the "Admirals Club'* , a private club of AT.ex^ican Airlines for 
those who travel extensively on the airli^i.es. In THORESEirs 
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letter of October 6 , he complained that no one had replied to 
his complaint of over a year ago, and that he spent $12,000 
a year tr aveling by air* He claimed he has an Air Travel Plan 
Account. I said that he does not have an Air Travel 



Plan Account with American Airli nes and pro bably has it with 
one of the other major airlines. | [ further stated he 
would attempt to determine whether THORESEM used American Air- 



lines on any flights in September , 1966 , in or out of San 
Francisco, and if he found that THORESEN had, he would contact 
the San Francisco Office of the FBI. 

On October 20, 1366 , GEORGE LIVERMORE, Architect, V7ho 
resides at 215 Cherry Street, San Francisco, and has offices 
at 251 Kearny Street, San Francisco, vms interviewed at his 
office concerning WILLIAii E, THORESEN. LIVERMORE furnished 
the following information: 

He was contacted by WILLIAM E. THORESEN approximately April, 
1966, after he had been recommended to THORESEN by Architect 
THOMAS CHURCH, 402 Jackson Street, San Francisco. He believes 
that THORESEN had contacted CHURCH to engage him in preparing 
plans to remodel his house and, since CHURCH could not handle 
it, recommended that THORESEM call him. Immediately after 
THORESEN asked him if he would prepare remodeling plans, he went 
to THORESEN *s home at 2 801 Broadway in San Francisco, where he 
talked to THORESEN and his vjife, LOUISE, concerning the plans. 
This house has no furniture but has a considerable number of 
cartons and boxes which THORESEN said contained books. They do 
have a bed in one of the upstairs bedrooms and a table and 
chairs in the kitchen where they can eat. 

At the tine he was contacted by THORESEN, THORESEN had not 
been owner of this mansion for a very long time but had already 
begun tearing down some of the large wooden columns^ and other 
parts of the exterior, as well as gutting the interior of the 
house. THORESEN had hired carpenters and electrical contractors 
to tear down various items of the home and had installed new 
underground conduit from the street to the house for the elec- 
tricity, telephone, azid television antenna. Apparently, after 
tearing up part of the house, THORESEN realized he didn^t have 
a plan, and at this point desired to obtain the services of an 
architect to draw plans for remodeling. Even while he was draw- 
ing the plans for THORESEN, THORESEN wanted to keep on taking 
things out which he did not v/ant in the house, and the Mattock 
Construction Company, San Francisco, was engaged to pull down 
the cement garage and dig out the basement*. Eventually THORESEN 
stopped tearing down the place and agreed to wait until he had 
finished the plans. 

■ THORESEN had given him orders that he was never to go into 
the house or have any of the contractors who will be hired go 
into the house to -obtain measurements, etc*, unless THORESEN or 



his wife were there • Re did go in one day in June^ 1966 j 
with a draftsman because they had to have some measurements 
and couldn't contact THORES_EN or his wife* They V7ere only 
in the house a short time and the only thing they touched was 
to move a stepladder a few inches. Shortly thereafter he got 
a call from THORESEN v/ho was extremely angry and furious with 
him because he had enter^ed the house v/ithout THGRESEN or his 
wife being present and was particulary upset because he had 
moved' the stepladder. TKORESEN has removed the furnace and 
all the head ducts from the house, stating that he couldn't 
stand the looks of the old heat registers^ in the floor. 
THORESEN has taken plywood and nailed it over all of the open- 
ings that were formerly the heat registers. He has also removed 
many of the plumbing fixtures and other interior items . 

He has had many meetings ^ both at 2801 Broadway and his 
office, with THORESEN and his wife. He has received four pay- 
ments to date for his services totaling $10 , 000. The last bill 
that he sent them was on October 4, 1965 , in response to the 
following telegram he received from THORESEN. It was a tele- 
gram dated October 3^ 1966, from New York, which read as follows: 
"Please advise Louise by letter today estimate cost of remodel- 
ing residence. Need figures for financial arrangements." This 
was signed BILL THORESEN. On October 4, he sent a letter to 
LOUISE THORESEN at 2 801 Broadway, San Francisco, with his bill 
of $7,000 3 advising her of the following estimated costs to 
rem.odel the residence in accodance with the plans he has drawn:

He said the basement is going to contain a swimming pool 
and a shooting gallery* He received a reply from LOUISE THORESEN 
on October 7, 1965 , in which she enclosed a check for $2,000 
which she had signed. The other checks he had received in pay- 
ment of his services were all signed by WILLIAM THORESEN* In 
LOUISE ^s letter of October 7, she said she hoped the $2,000 would 
complete the payments for the plans. She ignored completely the 
$7,000 bill and also said that the plans lack a great deal of 
things that they had discussed with him/ The letter also said 
he should not make any plans for the heding system or the elec- 
trical work as they are far* from complete. 



The last contact he has had with LOUISE THORESEN was, when 
he spoke to her on the telephone on October 10, 1965, at which 
time she said she was at her home. About two days after that 
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she tried to call him on the phone but he was not in and she 
mentioned that she v/as not calling from hei?home; however, 
he did not know where she was at the time* The last time he 
has ^ seen or talked to WILLIAI^ THORESEN was when he was in his 
office J and that was just prior to the weekend of Septem.ber 
17 and 18;, 19 66 • He said that in his personal opinion 
THORESEN is very "spoiled" , impetuous, and has strange ideas* 
He claims he collects guns :, saddles ^ and books , although he 
does not know how to fire a gun, nor does he ride or read* 
He told him that he purchased a Ferrari automobile in Italy 
and had been told when it would be ready* Es flew to Italy 
to pick it up, and when he got there it was not completed and 
he became furious with everyone* In June, 196 6, THORESEN and 
his V7ife either purchased or leased an apartment at 136 East 
6Uth Street, New York City* THORESEN told him in early Septem- 
ber, 196 6, that he had gone back to New York to get rid of the 
apartment* He knows that when THORESEN is in New York he 
usually stays at the Regency Hotel on Park Avenue* He has 
heard that he has visited North Carolina, the reason he does 
not known, and has also spent time in Arizona* He advised that 
the unlisted telephone number for THORESEN at 2 801 Broadway is 
921-9100* It is his understanding that THORESEN is the wealthy 
son connected with the Thoresen Steel Com.pany in Chicago. 

Arrest records of the San Francisco Police Department under 
No* 207367, FBI No- 28^1 298 D, show that THORESEN was last 
arrested in San Francisco on March 12, 1966^ charged with sus- 
picion of carrying a blackjack and knuckles ^ resisting arrest, 
driving while under the influence of drug, speeding,' and failure 
to have proper registration for the vehicle • All charges were 
dismissed on April 5, 1955, in Municipal Court No* 1^1 except 
the charge of resisting ari'-est* He was sentenced on April* 5 , 
1965, in absentia, to 9 days, which vjfas suspended, one year's 
probation to the court, $56 fine, and restitution* He is not 
required to report to the probation department on this type of 
probation to the ^ court, and is only subject to being re-sentenced 
to 9 days in jail if he is re-arrested in San Francisco* 

Records of the San Francisco Office show that WILLIAM E. 
THORESEN was arrested by the FBI in Phoenix, Arizona, on October 
13, 1965, for violation of Title 18, Section 1073, U* S* Code, 
Unlawful Flight to Avoid Prosecution. THORESEN had been charged 
in Justice Court, Tucson, Arizona, Precinct No* 2, Couniyof Pima, 
State of Arizona, for the crime of aggravated assault, a felony, 
which occurred on or about July 21, 1965, at Tucson, Arizona* 
He allegedly accused either a waiter or bellman at the Hi-Way 
House vvhere he was staying of having served him a wrong drink* 
Some time subsequent to the incident, THORESEN caught^'the 
employee in the, dining room and brutally assaulted him, result- 
ing in breaking the employee's arm and requiring hospitalization* 
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The victim is claiming permanent injuries. When he vras 
arrested on October 13, 1966, by FBI agents, he was taken 
before the U. S. Commissioner at Phoenix, viheve he was 
temporarily committed to the custody of the U. S. Marshal 
pending posting of $5,000 cash bond- Local authorities at 
Tucson, Arizona, were advised of his apprehension.

It is noted that New York requested the Bureau 
search its indices on these individuals and furnish pertinent 
information to interested offices. It is to be noted that 
the Bureau indices currently consist of well over 50 million 
index cards and with the lack of specific identifying data, 
a complete and thorough search of Bureau indices cannot be 
made. A spot check has been made at the Bureau in an attempt 
to comply with the request of the New York Office, In many 
instances it was determined that no positive identification 
could be made because of the lack of identifying data and in 
those instances where a positive identification could be made 
on the basis of the street address, it was determined in each 
and every instance that the pertinent field office was in 
possession of information regarding the individual indicating 
hfe connection with the Minutemen organization. 

It is to be noted that the list furnished by 
New York is purportedly a membership list of the Minutemen 
organization. Each office receiving a copy of this 
communication is instructed to check its files to insure that 
it is in possession of information indicating that the 
individual is a member of the organization and, thereafter, 
take such action as may be deemed warranted under the 
circumstances ,

SPECIAL BULLETIN 

TO ALL MEMBERS OF THE PATRIOTIC PARTY AND TO ALL MINUTEMEN 

There are several subjects on which our members have wanted accurate 
information and which we have not been able to supply for the past few 

weeks. The trial of Minutemen leaders, the role played by in 

this trial, our chances for an appeal to higher courts, the future of the. 
Minutemen and of the Patriotic Party, facts regarding the arrest of Minute- 
men in New York and their supposed preparations for raiding various commu- 
nist camps. 

All of these things have raised questions in the minds of our readers 
which we have not previously been able to answer. Although it is still 
not possible to speak with complete frankness regarding all of these things 
we are now able to release some important information. 
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ARREST OF NEW YORK MINUTEMEN 

Most of, our readers have surely seen the widespread newspaper accounts 
concerning the arrest of 20 members o'f the Minutemen in New York. It x^as 
reported that three Minutemen teams were starting off to conduct raids on 
three communist training camps. It was further reported that the authorities 
seized 125 rifles, about one million rounds of ammunition, numerous mortars, 
bazookas, etc. 

We made no effort to contact our New York section for about two weeks 
following these arrests during which we re-checked the security of our 
coffioQiunications. It can now be disclosed that the persons arrested were 
members of this organization and the quantity of arms seized was essentially 
that wtiich the papers reported. These men are now out on bonds totalling 
$81,000.00. A grand jury is in session which will decide exactly what 
charges may be brought against them. 

According to our New York informant plans had been dravm up for raids 
on these three camps but they were not actually scheduled or even antici- 
pated under present circumstances. On the morning of the arrests, these 
teams were preparing to go out on practice maneuvers such as they held almost 
every Sunday. It seems probable that the arrests were timed so as to have 
an adverse effect on the trial of the Minutemen leaders which was held a few 
days later. Another probable reason that the arrests were made at that 
particular time was the hope of District Attorney, Nat H» Hentel, that this 
publicity would help get him re-elected which it did not* Interesting 
enough Hentel is the vice-chairman of the Queens Branch of the Anti-Defamation 
League. • > . w

Camp Unity (formerly called camp Webatuck)^^ 
an admitted training grounds for young communists. 










Camp Midvale near Ring^i^ood ^ , New Jersey has been described by the FBI 
as a staging area for recruits to the communist W. E^ B. Dubois clubs. 

Pacifist Farm near Voluntown^ Connecticut is a screening area where 
idealistic young men and women are morally corrupted so that they can 
better *Vork for peace" ♦ 

These are only three of a vast interlocking network of training camps 
used by the communists and various pro-communist organizations to corrupt 
young Americans and recruit them into the folds of the communist party© 

The intelligence files of the Minutemen organization include extensive 
information about these camps and the type of training conducted at each 
one. The facts make up a picture so hideous and so vulgar as. to be un- 
believable to the mind of a decent human being* Nevertheless^ some of our 
members have infiltrated these camps and have attended their working 
sessions* Some have undergone the worst types of humiliation and self- 
sacrifice to' obtain this informatioue /-y y >^ '^ ^ 

Spacej time and common decency will not allow us to give more than a 
brief picture* Nevertheless, the facts that we will include here should 
help explain the diabolical methods which young wholesome American children 
are converted into depraved young communists. 

Surprising as it may seem, many of these camps are sponsored by religious 
or supposedly religious groups. Methodist surnmer youth camps and camps of 
the Episcopal Friendship League are often used as recruiting grounds for 
young communists. 

By far the largest number of such camps is sponsored by the American 
Friends Service Committee with national headquarters at 160 N. Fifteenth 
Street, Philadelphia, Penna. and branch offices in most major cities. One 
girl that has provided us with considerable information about these camps 
first joined through the AFSC branch in Houston, Texas located at 4717 Craw- 
ford Street. 

From late June to mid-August this girl attended a camp in central 
Pennsylvania. For six hours a day the students were given lectures on 
the deplorable social conditions (resulting from the capitalist system) and 
the persecution of minority groups which added to their misery. The constant 
theme was "one world, one race and one religion". About 60 students, both 
boys and girls, negro and white, plus six to eight instructors attended 
that camp. 

After a few days some of the "second year" campers started swimming 
naked in the lake. New students were cajoled to do likewise.. Although the 
instructors at first pretended to be opposed to "misbehavior" they made 
certain that the older students (who were well trained for that purpose) 
had plenty of free time and opportunity to seduce the younger and newer 
students. Any student who refused to have sexual relations with members 
of another race was accused of discrimination and was ridiculed unmer- 
cifully. The psychological pressures to have a "liberal attitude" were 
very effective. Before the camp session was over at least two-thirds of 
the students had engaged in sexual intercourse with numerous other students 
and also* with some of the instructors. 
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From dozens of similar **work camps", throughout the United States, ■ the 
most cooperative students are selected for advanced training at hard core 
consnunist camps such as these that the Minutemen were supposedly planning 
to raid^ 
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At these camps all pretext of social reform is dropped. Subjects 
taught include: '*Marxism and Social Progress; The Life and Teachings of ' , 
Lenin; Development of the Avant-garde; Wars of Liberation; Tacitics of 
Violent Revolution; American Negro History; Recruiting for the Communist 
Party',' etc. etc. Mixed in with these formal subjects are countless dis- 
cussions as to how the young comniunists can sacrifice themselves to thel 
party. 

At Pacifist Farm, young people are specially trained to organize other 
youth groups, peace demonstrations and to recruit on school campuses* 

Camp Unity specializes in training young white girls to use sex in 
winning negro men over to -the communist party. Nearly all physical 
exercize is of a suggestive or out-right sexual nature. They are taught 
all kinds of exotic sex techniques so that in the words of one instructor, 
"once you've had a man he becomes your slave". 

Anyone who looks over all the literature put out in the past by the 
Minutemen would surely agree that we have never taken an '^anti-negro" 
attitude^ Most of us are inclined to believe that a person's sex life is 
his own business. It's quite a different thing for such yourtg people to 
be trained in such vulgarities to advance the socialist conspiracy. 

In March 1965, three white girls, one white boy and one negro boy were 
driven by car from Camp Unity to New York where they proceeded by bus to 
Alabama to take part in the Mbntgomery to SeLna Freedom March. Before the 
march began the two girls V7ith several other white girls attended a special 
meeting in the office of Rev. M. L. King's "Southern Christian Leadership 
Conference"*

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It seems that each generation slides further to the left and conserva- 
tives continue to wonder why. The reason is simple— an ever increasing 
number of our children are guided by teachers and ministers that are "graduates" 
of such camps as we have described here* 

We don't know for certain whether or not the New York Minuteman really 
intended to raid these camps* We do know that both State and Federal 
Authorities have been aware of these conditions for many years and have 
never made the slightest effort to correct them* , Just how long do they 
expect decent citizens to restrain themselves? 
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, LET'S, LEARN A LESSON 

There are in factj several lessons that all teams and individual 
Minuteman should learn from the recent New York arrests. 

1* Keep only a minimum of arms and ammunition in your homes. Even 
though they are completely legal hunting rifles and shotguns you must ex- 
pect that they will be seized if you are ever arrested and your home 
searched.

2. Never store guns in a common "armory** with other members. Each P 
individual should store or cache extra equipment in one or more places 
known only to him. 

3. Never wear army fatigues or anything resembling a uniform in public. 

4. Don't fall into a" regular pattern of time or place in your training 
sessions which will let authorities pick you up at a time of their own 
choosing* 

5. No more than two (or at most three) people should engage in target 
practice at one time. 

6. Never talk, act or travel in such a manner as to attract- attention 
to yourselves. 

7. Observe the "need to know rule". Just because a person happens 
to be a member of the organization is no reason for him to knac>r YOUR secrets. 
Keep your own mouth closed and beware of any person— member or not-- that 
asks questions that are none of his business. 

We are informed that Federal Agents are just looking for any excuse 
to search the homes of known Minutemen— a word to the wise is sufficient. 

TRIAL OF MINUTEMEN LEADfiRS 

Five different members were originally scheduled to be tried at the 
same tims. Two were given separate trials and will supposedly be tried in 
the next few weeks. Although we suspected this during the trial it was not 
until it was actually over that we obtained proof that one of these other 
people received a promise of immunity (along with all other members of his 
family) in return for his testimony against the three that were actually 
tried during the week of November 7th . 

The three persons tried on that date included Robert DePugh. f I b6 

I I was found guilty of one conspiracy b7c 

count whic h carrie s a possible five year penitentiary sentence. Both 



DePugh and | |were found guilty on one count of conspiracy and two 



counts of violating the National Firearms Act. These charges would result 
in a total sentence of up to fifteen years for each man. 

The sbrry fact is that the government simply did not have a case 
against these defendants that warranted a verdict of guilty. No real proof 
of guilt was ever introduced into court. Every person who testified for 
the government was either (1) a convicted felon which the government could 
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force to testify under threats of further jail' sentences (2) a proven per- 
jurer (3) blackmailed into giving testimony by other threats or (4) a 
professional government informer* 

We feel that the jury found the defendants guilty for six basic reasons? 

lo The government was allowed to introduce highly prejudicial "evidence" 
that actually had nothing to do with this case* 

2. The government was allowed to use inflammatory language that was 
completely uncalled for, 

3o We did not have sufficient money to pay the travel expenses of 
all the witnesses which should have been present to testify for the defend- 
ants. 

4» The defendants did not testify in their own defense because the 
District Attorney would have been allowed to question them on a range of 
subjects far beyond those appropriate to the trial* 

5* Certain facts regarding the government's case were kept secret 
until after the trial x^as over. 

6. Defense attorneys did not int roduce either the tape recording 
or the signed statement by | [ regarding the means by which informa- 
tion was' obtained from him through the use of drug injections in a padded 
cell. 



During the trial the defendants disagreed with their l&gal counsel on 
several of these points* As the trial came to a close, Mr* DePugh asked ^ 
for further time to consult with his attorneys and possibly bring in addi- 
tional x^itnesses but this was denied by the court.

The reason that his sworn statement and tape record ing were not used 
was due to the fact that the defense attorneys felt that | | had been 
a government a gent p rior to and during the tim$ that he gave the statement. 
After the tr ial T^ 1 admitted to a newspaper reporter that he had signed such 
a statement and made such a tape recording. He said that he did so in order 
to get back in the organisation's good graces so that he could provide still 
further information to the authorities* This story simply does not hold 
water* 

Time an d further investigation may disclose the real facts regarding 
I I While the defendants' motion for a new trial is pending, we 

can say nothing more about this matter. 

Certainly, if a new trial can be obtained, considerable new evidence 
will be presented and one way or another we will finance the necessary costs 
of a truly adequate legal defense. 

One of the first steps in getting a new trial is to have a complete 
transcript niade of our past trial. This must be purchased from the court 
reporter. It amounts to 1200 pages at a cost o£ '1.20 a page.** about 
$15C0.00. Without this tran.^.-^ipt our only cb of .?.ppeal is gone and 
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right now everything is standing still while we try to raise this money. = 
If any of our readers that can help finance this additional cost it will 
certainly be appreciated* Please note that we have only a few days to do 
this so your help is needed nowl 
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FUTURE' OF THE MINUTEMEN AND THE PATRIOTIC PARTY 



We are now receiving many hundreds of inquiries from nev7 people who 
wish to know how they can join the Minutemen. For the present time we are 
simply letting these inquiries pile up. This is due partly because our 
office staff is so overworked with other things and partly because X7e wish . 
to keep this additional reserve of future recruits completely independent 
of our present organization* 

The Minutemen organization will have to feel its way depending on 
future pressures that may be brought against us and the course of public 
opinion. Those readers whp have studied basics of resistance warfare V7ill 
realize the importance of timing carefully our future course of events. 

Certainly we will continue the Minutemen organization in essentially 
J its present form. We will probably also encourage the formation of other 

similar groups which will remain independent 'for the time being. Greater 
: emphasis will be placed on security and most of the organization may go 

further "underground" in an" orderly manner. 

! Continuation of the Patriotic Party is essential. We must maintain an 

t area of open connnunications by which our basic concept can be presented to 

\ the general public « The membership of the Patriotic Party also has exper- 

I ienced a spurt in growth due to recent publicity even though some of our 

\ . members have been worried that this would harm the party ^s public image. 

, We conservatives must continuously remind ourselves that the general 

! public is not as dumb as some newspaper editors seem to think. They are 

; able to read between the lines and many of them x^ill be drawn to our cause 

1 by even the most derogatory articles. 

\ It is enough that the Minutemen organization should work in secrecy* 

*" ■ ' The Patriotic Party should be exactly the opposite*?^^ ^/ -^ ^/ 

; No one is ashamed of being a Democrat or^ a Republican (though they 

should be) and every member of the Patriotic Party should be proud of his 
membership. Our cause is just. Our political platform is reasonable. 
The things w^ advocate could mean the salvation of this nation. 

The past efforts of the Minutemen in building the Patriotic Party have 
been essential to its success so far. We would anticipate that in the 
reasonably near future the two organizations will be separated- completely. 
This will depend on the outcome of pending legal problems which, in turn, 
will determine the best course for us to follow. 

In the meanwhile all members of the Patriotic Party should continue to 
work on those projects by the 1966 timetable. Strengthen your state organi- 
zations, try to smooth out those differences of opinion which are sure to 
arise. Distribute party literature. Most of all keep recruiting new members.

On iloveraber 30 , lOGGj I ~l 

ilassau County Board of Elections , Ilineola, I!ew York, adviced 
that there is no political pai-^y by the naae "Patriotic Party" 
ercistins as an official party in Ilassau County, Ifovj York. 

A second confidential sout^ce advised that a special 
bulletin dated Decenber M-, 1S6G, addressed "to all members 
of the Patriotic Party oxid to all Ilinutemen" was received by 
hin on Decenber^ 8, 1965, and reflects in part as follows: 

"AllUEST OF iIE;J YOIIK iirrUTEHEN 

"Host of our readers have su"rely seen the tjidespread 
newGpai:)er accounts conceaming the arrest of 2 nenbers of the 
Ilinutenen.in llexr York. It xras repox»ted that three liinutenen 
teajiiG were starting off to conduct raids on throe coi.ii.mnist 
tr^ainin^* camps. It was further x^epot^ted that the authorities 
seized 125 rifles, about one million rounds of amsnunition, 
nuuorous mortax^s, baaooJcas, etcetera. 

"Ue r^iadc no effort to contact our^ilew York section for 
about two treeks folloLm-ij these arrests dur5jx;T which we x^c- 
checked the secuv^ity of our communications. It can nov7 be 
disclosed that the persons arrested were neiAbers of this 
organizat5-on and the quantity of arms seised Tzas essentially 
that which the papers reported. These men are nox? out on 
bonds totallin.^" $01,000.00. A grand jury is in session v/hich 
will decide exactly what char.^es may be brought against them. 

"Accordin*^ to oxxv jew Yor?: informaiat plcuis had been 
draxrTii up for raids on these three caaaps but they were not 
actually scheduled or even anticipated i.xndor present cir- 
Gumstances* On the morning of the arrests, these teams were

preparing to go out on practice maneLivers such as they held 
almost every Sunday, It seems probable that the arrests 
were timed so as to have an adverse effect on the trial of the 
Minutemen leaders which was held a few dayslater^ Another 
probable reason that the arrests were made at that particular 
time was the hope of District Attorney, Nat H. Hentel, that 
the publicity would help get him re-elected which it did not. 
Interesting enough Hentel is the vice-chai3?man of the Queens 
Branch of the Anti-Defamation League. 

^* Although the news media carried dramatic headlines 
about Tterrorist plots i it is interesting that most of them 
did not even name the camps which the Minutemen were suppos- 
edly about to raid.

" Camp Unity (formerly called camp Webatuck) near 
Wingdale, New York, is an admitted training grounds for young

SECURITY) -- Robert B. DePugh^ National Coordinator of the Minutemen 
Organi2;ation, was recently sentenced by a United States District Court in 
Kansas City, iy[issouri> to foUr years in prison for violation of the National 
Firearms Act, to be followed by five years' probation. The terms of the 
probation preclude DePugh from tnaifttaining membership in any clandestine 
organization. 

As a result of this sentence, DePugh recently wrote a letter to the 
Minutemen membership advising, that he was jresigning from his position as 
National Coordinator of the Minutemen Organization^ DePugh advised the 
Minutemen that leadership would come from the Organization's "Executive 
Councir* whose ttieniberShip ^ill remain anonyinou&w DePugh publicly 
announced that the "Executive Council" was composed of a group of seven 
men who resided in different areas throughout the cOuiitty. DePugh 
related that he would continue to work for the Patriotic Party, a group which 
he helped found and which is reportedly the political branch of the Minutemen 
Organization. 

You should take steps to insure informant penetration of Minutemen 
activity in your territory is adequate to follow: any "underground" operations 
by that group. It is imperative that sufficient coverage is afforded this 
organization to determine whether an "Executive Council" exists and the 
identity of its members if it is in existence. In vie\l^ of DePugh' s stated 
intention of rerfiaining active in the Patriotic Party> it appears highly unlikely 
that he will actually divest himself of control of the Minutemen despite the 
conditions the court Sfet when sentenising him*

Ju stice of the 
Peace, Town of Cicer0% New York . | | advi sed that, 
based upon the issuance of the search warrant, members of 
the New York Stat|/ Police and New York City Police Department 
searched the hom^' of Kellogg at I30 Luddington Street on 
October 30, I9J6. They seized records of the Minutemen 
Organization jfa characterization of the Minutemen is included 
as an appen<|£x to this memorandum,,) firearms, ammunition, 
field equipnent, syringes and hypodermic needles. 

.''The search warrant had been issued by Judge De Vaul 
based 01a information contained in an affidavit and furnished 
by an informant. The motion to suppress was based on the 
failure of the affidavit to state that the source of information, 
the informant, had furnished reliable information in the past. 
Judge De Vaul granted the order to suppress the evidence and 
ordered the local authorities not to use any of the material 
seized as evidence. The State appealed the order of Judge 
DeVaul.and no decision has been reached to date.

On 12/2/66 Sgt. J I Intelligence Squad, 

Nassau County P,D., Mineola, N.Y. was contacted concerning 
the "Minutemen", He stated that his organization conducted 
no investigation of this organization until their 
cooperation was requested by the NYC P.D. which culminated 
with the much publicizBd arrest of about 20 Minutemen 
on 10/30/66. In connection with their investigation 
a technical surveillance was established and as a result 
information was obtained indicating certain persons were 
connected with the Minutemen, These names are being set 
forth below. These names were not obtained from any official 
membership list or a live source connected with the Minutemen. 
The NYC P.D. has all details ^concerning the Nassau aspect 
of the Minutemfih inquiries and also has photos of all of 
the arrested persons who resided in Nassau County. The NYC 
PD has not yet furnished Nassau PD with the photos of Nassau 
subjects.
